THE NATIONAL GAME. 


Fourteen Rules Relating to Base- 
Ball Playing. 


information Which Will Be Appreciated 
by Young Men as Well as Boys— 
Regulations Governing the Field, 
the Balls and the Bats. 


Mr. Stackhouse, in the New York Tribune 
“Book of Open Air Sports,” tells how the 
grown up folks play ball; and we have an 
idea that the rules relating to the laying out 
of grounds will be very interesting reading 
to more than one of “our young folks.”’ It 
may seem a long way round home to the little 
legs that carry our readers between bases; 
and very possibly the throw from third to 
first may be out of ail proportion to the 
amount of mascle that can be brought to 
bear upon the feat. Any way, heré are the 
{ figures, and if they look too long and far be- 
tween just now, why, save them, and you'll 
surely grow up to them one of these days: 

Rule 1.—The ground must be an inclosed 
field, sufficient in size to enable each player 
to play in his position as requir ed by these 
rules, ” 

Rule 2.—The infield must be a space of 
ground thirty yards square. 

Rule 3.—the bases must be— 

(1) Four in number, and designated as 
first.base, second base, third base and home 
base. 

(2) The home base must be of white rub- 
ber or white stone, twelve inches square, so 
fixed in the ground as to be even with the 


surface and so placed in the corners of the 


infi ld that two of its sides will form part of 
the boundaries of said infie) 

(3) The first, second and third bases must 
be canvas bags, fifteen inches square, 
painted white, and filled with some soft 
material, and so placed that the center of 
each shall be upon a separate corner of the 
infield, the first base at the right, the sec- 
ond base opposite, and the third base at the 
left of the home base. ~ 

(4) All the bases must be securely fast- 
ened in their position and so placed as to be 
séen distinetly by the umpire. 

Rule 4.—The foul lines wiust be drawn in 
straight lines from the outer corner of the 
home base, through the center of the posi- 
tions oi first and third bases, to the bound- 
aries of the ground. 

Rule 5.—The pitcher’s lines must be 
straight lines forming the boundaries of a 
space of ground, in the infield; seven feet 
long by four feet wide, distant fifty feet 
from the center of the home base and so 
placed that the’six-feet lines would each be 
two feet distant from and parallel with a 
straight line passing through the center of 
the home and second bases. Each corner 
of this space must be marked by a flat iron 
plate or stone, six inches square, fixed in 
the ground even with the surface. 

Rule 6.—The catcher’s lines must be 
drawn from the outer corner of the home 
base, in continuation of the foul lines, 
straight to the limits of the ground back of 
the home base. 

Rule 7.—The captain’s lines must be 
drawn from the catcher’s lines to the limits 
of the ground, fifteen feet from and parallel 
with the foul lines. 

Rule 8,—The player’s lines must be drawn 
from the catcher’s lines to the limits of the 
ground, fifty feet from and parallel with 
the foul lines, 

Rule 9.—The player’s benches must be 
furnished by the home club, and pluced upon 
a portion of the ground outside the play- 
er’s lines. They must be twelve feet in 
length, and immovably fastened to the 
ground. At the end of each bench must be 
immovably fixed a bat-rack, with fixtures 
for holding twenty bats; one such rack 
must be designated forthe exclusive use 
of the visiting club, and the other for the 
exclusive use of the home elub. 

Rule 10.—The batsman’s lines must be 
straight lines forming the boundaries of a 
space on the right, and of asimilar space 
on the left of the home base, six feet long 
by three wide, extending three feet in front 
of and three feet behind the center of the 
home base, with its nearest line distant one 
foot from the hone base. ; 

Rule 11.—The three feet lines must be 
drawn as follows: From a point on the foul 
line from home base to first base, and equal- 
ly distant from sueh bases, shall be drawn 
aline‘on foul ground, ata right angle to 
said foul line, and to a point three feet 
distant from it; thence running parallel 
with said foul line to a point three feet dis- 
tant from the center of the first base; 
thence in a straight line to the center of the 
first base, and thence upon the foul line to 
the place of beginning. 

Rule 12.—The lines designated in rules 4, 
5, 6, 7, 8, 10 and 11, must be marked with 
chalk or other suitable material, so as to 
be distimctly seen by the umpire. They 
must all be so marked their entire length, 
except the cuptain’s and player’s lines, 
which must be so..marked for.a distance of 
at least thirty-five yards from the cateher’s 


. lines, or to the limits of the grounds. 


Rule 18.—The ball must not weigh less 


than five, or more than fiye and one-quar- 
‘ter ounces avoirdupois, and measure not less 


than nine nor more than nine and one-quar- 
ter inches in circumference. It must be 
composed of woolen.yarn, and contain not 
more than one ounce of vulcanized rubber in | 


“mold form, and be covered with leather. It 
must be furnished by the secretary of the 


league, whose seal shall be final evidence of 
the legality of the ball. 

(2) In all games the ball or balls played 
with shall be furnished” by the home club, 
and become the property of the winning 


club. . 

(8) Should the ball become out of shape, 
or cut or ripped so as to expose the yarn, or 
in any way so inj as to be. uniit for fair 
use in the opinion of ‘the umpire, on being 
ve to by either ca cap ,@ new ball 

at once be called for by the umpire. 

“a Should the ball be knocked outside of 
the inclosure or lost during the game the 
umpire shall at once call for another ball. 

Rule 14,—The bat must be made wholly of 
wood, except that the handle may be wound 
with twine, or @ granulated substance ap- 
nape ce not to exceed igiicen inches from

THE TERRIBLE TEREDO. 


A Marine Worm That Destroys Timbers 
and Sirks Large Ships.“ 

A study of the history and habits of this 

singular worm will be found neither unin- 


' teresting nor unprofitable, says the Atlanta 
| Constitution. Its habitat was originally in 


the tropic seas, but being carried in the 
timbers of vessels into North Ameriean and 
European waters, it has become the terror 
and dread of wRarfmen and eaptains of un- 
sheathed sailing craft along the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, and in the harbors of 
numbers of Mediterranean cities. Accord- 
ing to the classification of Linnzus, this bi- 
valve belongs to the family of Pholadidzx 


- and genus teredo, so called from their habit 


of destroying shipor other timber. The 
shell is equally valved, and in form itis 
short, thick’ and round and widely open in 
front and rear. This shellis situated at the 
inner end of a tube, somewhat cylindrical in 
shape, and either straight or crooked, as 
the case may be; this tube being open at 
each end in the full-grown specimets, and 
lined or coated with a white, chalky paste 
or substance, which seems to be its digest- 
ive apparatus. The weapon of the teredo is 
not its teeth, as: might. be supposed. This 


| singular animal has, still another peculiar- 


ity, dependent, however, upon the one last 
mentioned, for. since its instrument is its 
foot, so it feeds itself not from the mouth, 
but from the foot itself. Tue valves above 
noted are simply appendages of the foot. In 
fact, if a teredo should have his foot am- 
putated he would in a most vital sense 
“lose his grip.’’ In the center of the 
circular opening of the valves the foot is 
protruded, ike the blade concealed in a 
spring cane, and the entire arrangement 
constitutes a boxing-machine of power in- 
conceivable in so smali an object. But. the 
strength of this machine becomes apparent 
when, upon a closer examination, one notes 
the strong, ruober-like ridges of the valves, 
which can contract with great force, and 
the comparatively immense size of the 
great abductor muscle which enables the 
teredo to use his sharp foot with the ease 
of an auger passing through the softest 
pine. 

This worm attains often a great length, 
but it 1s usually from one foot to a yard 
long, its size depending on the Icneth of 
time it has been in the wood, and frequent- 
ly on the’size of the wood itself. It is pro- 
vided with two respiratory tubes, each of 
which has asyphon attached to a calcare- 
ous, flattened, triangular plate on the out- 
side of the body. It has two heads, if 
such they can be called, attached to the ex- 
tremity of a tube much smaller than the 
main trunk, and which are each (the small 
tubes) about six inches long; or, in other 
words, the main body splits into two small 
tubes at about a foot or six inches from 
where the head is in a teredo, and where 
the tail would be in a snake. This worm is 
oviparious, and when the young are born 
(with a smooth shel!) they swim around by 
means of a vibratile cilia; sometimes 
creeping with the foot until old enough to 
begin workon apiece of wood. A good, 
nice, new pile having been selected, they 
fasten themselves to the wood by means of 
the suction apparatus in their heads, strike 
in with their foot and gre inwardly until 
only the head remains outside. Then they 
fasten themselves to the very edge, just as 
a clerk will fasten sheets of paper together, 
turning over the sides of a brass clamp, 
and, henceforward, their sole aim, object 
and ambition in life is to grow, bore and 
make sawdust. Small when they “tnter, 
they could no more creep baekward out of 
their original hole after feasting a month or 
two on a rich pine log than a camel could go 
through the eye of a needle. 

Still another species of this log-eater is 
the worm ciassitied by Leach, Limnoria 
terebrons, genus lsopoda, which is a minute 
séssile,eyed crustacean, and which eats in- 
to the piles several feet below the low 
water mark; and in vast numbers. But in 
destructive power these latter can not equal 
the teredo. I seen a specimen of a pile at- 
tacked by the teredo, and one channel, be- 
ginning almost as small as the diameter of 
a knitting needle, gradually widened down- 
ward in a tortuous course until, at an aper- 
ture on the opposite side of the log (which 
had been gnawed lengthways,) the size of 
the passage had grown to quite aninch in 
width, and the worm had grown in length 
seven and eight inches, as nearly as could 
be measured. 

On the coast of California, lam credibly 
informed the teredo sometimes attains a 
diameter. of two inches and a ‘length of 
fifteen feet. And, so far as any one knows, 
their only food seems to be the dust which 
‘they create rasping their way through the 
logs. This dust is deposited by the foot in 
the tube lined with the chalky membrane, 
and instead of.crawling inward and onward 
as their burrowings lengthen, they simply 
grow in due proportion, their head remain- 
ing it its place. But there they find their 
punishment; for their size thus increased 
and their log once consumed and broken off, 
they fall out into the water, and their 
career ends in the maw of the next hungry 
fish that chances their way. Once their one 
log is destoyed they can never begin life 
again. So the wise teredo is careful to se- 
lecta good, big log to begin with. 

Another trait of this worm is that it will 
never attack floating timber. But woe to 
the ship riding at anchor if her timbers are 
not protected by metal sheetings. Many a 
nobl¢ vessel has been lost with all on board 
in mid ocean owing to the insidious ravages 
maddé by the worm as she lay quietly in port 
taking on cargo and passengers. But as it 
rarely happens that there is not some visi- 
ble compensation in nature’s works and 
creaturés, to even the teredo prove needful 
by boring into and disintegrating-the sunken 
wrecks, timbers and other obstructions 
which would else render navigation in some 
harbors dangerous. It is astonishing how 
rapidiy a wreck will disappear in some 
channels particularly infested by the ter- 
edo. 

How to prevent them from ruining a pile 
almost as soon as it was put down was long 
a.vexed question with men in maritime 
towns; but experiments ava invention have 
solved this matter as they have given the 
“solution of many others. The logs are now 
kyanized or creosoted. A log properly 
treated will have a life of at least fidty 
years, and may bid detiance to every teredo 
hatever bored @ hole or who would wish

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THE COLONY RANCH TRAGEDY, 


Fall Particniars of the Murder of 
Cooper and * uicide of the Wur- 
derer. 

The Harney county (Oregon) Her- 
ald gives the following particulars of 
the tragedy, which resulted in the 
murder of Cooper and Suicide of Jones 
at Colony ranch : 

‘f At the Colony, a place about 14 
miles from John Catlow’s and about 
16 from the State line, two of the boys 
on the horse rodeo now in progress in 
that section—R. D. Cooper, a white, 
one of French’s ranch men, and Ben 
Jones, a half-breed, one of the Sisson 
ranch’s men—are said to have had a 
fight, in which Cooper came out best 
man, he having thrown Jones back 
over the bed and choked him till he 
cried enough. 

Shortly afterward Cooper went to 
the creek to wash and Jones went into 
the house for the same purpose. As 
Cooper caine towards the house Jones 
rushed out fpon him with the knile; 
Cooper started to run around the 


house, and while the boys expected to 
see Cooper appear round the corner, 
they heard a struggle behind the 
house, and ran around in time to see 
Cooper down and Jones on him, but 
too late to render assistance. Jones 
was seized at once, but Cooper s 
only a few words and expired. A ister 
report says he was borne 244 miles to 
the house of Mr. Denio, within 6 miles 
of the Nevada State line, where he 
egg of his personal effects before

eeuiiention showed Cooper to have 
been stabbed six or seven times—sev- 
eral gashes in the head, one long five 
to six inch slash down throug m3 the 
muscles of the left arm, and the fatal 
blow under the same arm in towards 
the heart. 

Friday morning Jones was put on a 
horse and taken to where the body of 
Cooper was being prepared for burial 
by Mike Finn, one -of Catlow’s fore- 
men. A man named Ward, the only 
other armed man of the crowd, was in 
the house with him. Finn’s overcoat 
was lying on a bed, and while he was 
arranging the body Jones slipped a 
pistol out of the et and walked 
out doors. Finn followed, when Jones 
drew the weapon on him ‘and said ‘*I 
am going away!” He told Finn to 
tell Ward to come out of the house. 
Ward appeared in the door covering 
him with a pistol and ordering him to 
drop his pistol. 

Jones answered “‘I’ll shoot myself !’’ 
Ward replied ‘‘Get in, if you've got 
sand enough!’’ when Jones lowered 
his pistol, got down on his knees, 
placed the weapon to his right temple, 
ranging upward, and blew off the top 
of his head. 

This suicide was committed in the 
presence of nine witnesses, two of 
whom were Messrs. Catlow and Denio, 
at 9 A. M.

An Interesting Letter From a 

Prosperous Section. 

Love .ock’s, April 25, 1889. 

Eprror Gazetre: The whole conn- 

try hereabonts is very dry, and stock 
in the hills are said to be suffering. 
Water for irrigating purposes ‘n the 
valleys is scarce, and every day lends 
fears that the worst is to come, and 
what-the result may be is plainly fore- 
seen should another month pass with- 
out rain. In the hills 


FEED IS ALSO SCARCK, 


Except on the very high points, but, 
while horses by their more speedy 
qualities may and do fall in on’ the 
higher line, it.is too far from water for 
the slower hoofs. 

A few hours’ rain in the hills would 
be a blessing—in fact, the salvation of 
rain prospects—but every day rolls 


.around with the heat from the sun in- 


creasing. The grass grows less with 
the water, with the proverbial fact 


that all signs fail in dry seasons. 
People traveling across the country are 
told, in looking upon the country gen- 
erally, that upon several occasions it 
was all covered by a great lake, and it 
is in the memory of many pioneers 
when the waters of the Carson and 
the Humboldt mingled at their re- 
spective sinks. To do this now, a 
depth of water, even below White 
Plains, would simply be enormous, 
and levees would have to be con- 
structed to keep the waters from the 
doors of hundreds of houses dotting 
the valley, but it is safe to reason that 
this state of affairs will never again 
exist. With a sufficiency of water for 
irrigating, there is 


NO FINER LANDS 


For crops, nor would there be a more 
beautiful section of country on God’s 
footstool than the saime valley of Love- 
lock. The soil is both deep and rich, 


and, even now, without a drop of water 
having been in the ditches for two 
seasons, the alfalfa crop is very fine— 
really superior to the average in 
Washoe county—and not at all dis- 
couraging for a fair second crop. 

The whole cause for these people— 
the oldest locaters of water rights in 
the State-—-being cyt off from their 
rights is the fact of the Humboldt 
having been dammed above by more 
recent settlers, until not a drop of 
water is allowed to reach a point from 
10 to 20 miles above. It is not that 
there is no water in the Humboldt as 
inany affirm, but because the more 
powerful moneved men have gone a 
hundred miles up the river and built 
dams, thus not only cutting off their 
less fortunate neighbors, but actually 
turning the river intothe desert, where 
it helps none. That there are two 
sides to the water question is apparent 
to all, but how to attain more is the 
point ‘to be solved. 


THE MARZEN WELL. 

A great deal has been said of Joe 
Marzen’s enterprise, in the digging of 
an immense well at his place, and by 
means of a centrifugal pump raising 


watemfo the surface, but as his well 
is principally in size, not depth, and

CARE OF THE SKIN. 


An Instructive Lecture by a Phil- 
adelphia Physician. 


Dr. H. W. Stelwagon delivered a lecture 
to the nurses of the Training School at the 
University Hospital recently. His subject 
was “Hygiene and Care of the Skm in 
Various Illnessess,’”’ and is reported by the 
Philadelphia Ledyer as follows: 

“In order that you may more clearly un- 
derstand the necessity of ‘the hygicnic care 
of the skin in illness, a few remarks in re- 
gard to its construction and functions are 
essential. For practical purposes the skin 
may be considered as composed of three 
layers or parts: The outermost layer, or 
scarf skin; the middle layer, or true skin, 
and the innermost layer, which contains 
considerable fat, The scarf skin is the part 
which is being continually formed and cast 
off. If cleanliness is neglected this layer 
thickens somewhat, and prevents, to a cer- 
tain extent, the physiological functions of 
the skin proper. It is this layer, or the outer 
part of it, which is acted upon by soap and 
water, being softencd and removed, and a 
healthy action of the true skin thereby pro- 
moted. The middle slsin, or the true skin, 
remains practically constant. The lowest 
layer, which may be for our purposes called 
the fat layer, disappears to a great extent 
in the course of a severe illness; and in- 
stead, then, of having the soft fatty tissue 
as a cushion ‘between the hard internal 
structures, as the bones, etc., And outer ob- 
jects, as the bed or clothing, it disappears 
and the skin is pressed upon both from 
within and without, and, unless great care 
is exercised, there result tenderness, sore- 
ness. and possibly ulceration--the so-called 
bed-sores. With this fat layer removed by 
disease, it zwill be seen how much greater 
importance attaches to the proper care and 
hygiene of the part of skin that is external. 

‘The skin has also, in addition to its 
function as a general covering, other du- 
ties. It has, as you know, innumerable 
sweat and oil glands, as well as nerves and 
hairs. It exhales carbonic acid gas, water 
and other refuse products. Through the 
sweat glands as much as a pint or a pint 
and a half of water is thrown out in the 
course of twenty-four hours, This is double 
the quantity castoff bythe lungs. Along 
with the water are carried off almost two 
per cent. of solid matter—matter for which 


the system has no further use. The sweat |, 
has another action, that is, the maintenance | 
ofauniform temperature of the body by | 
means of its evaporation. The amount of | 


sweat secretion increases, therefore, with 
exercise,in order tbat increased internal 
temperature may be prevented. In this 
way it serves a8 a aafety valve for the in- 
ternal heat. The ojl glands pourout an oy 
liquid invisible in ordinary circumstances, 
which serves to keep the skin soft, smooth 
and also to prevent a too rapid evaporation 
of the moisture of the body. The so-called 
pores of the skin are chiefly the openings of 
these sweat and oil glands. It will be read- 
ily seen, therefore, that the skin has an ac- 
tive part to perform. It is, indeed one of 
the four outlets or sewers of the body—the 
kidneys, intestinal caual and the lungs be- 
ing the other three. These four outlets are 
to a small extent compensatory—that is, 
where one is more or less diseased the oth- 
ers endeavor to makeup fhedoss. . It-is of 
great umportanee, therefore, to maintain the 


skin in a Condition to perforth’ its futiétions | 


-in health, but itis still of greater moment 
in diseases such as typhus, typhoid, scarlet 
fever and the like, which are due te zymotic 
or poisonous material. The skin, as well as 
every other outlet, is to be kept so as to iead 
to rapid elimination of the internal poison 
and burned-up tissues within. This brings 
us’ to a consideration of the different meas- 
ures called for in fever ‘or “ether filness ia 
orfier*that its healthy -Astion’ may be -pro- 
moted. The first of importance, as you have 
doubtless already mferred, is cleanliness. 
The pores, or outlets, of the glandular 
strueturés are to be kept open; and the 
scarf skin is not to be permitted to accumu- 
late and harden, aud thereby become more 
or less impermeable. 

“The question of washing. or baths, tnere- 
fore, demands attention. Unless otherwise 
advised, washing or bathing in sickness is 
never to be omjtted, Water sufficicntly 
warm to prevent chilliness is to be em- 
ployed. This means @ temperature of 
ninety-two deg*ees to ninety-eight degrees, 
and, that there may be no mistake, always 
test with the thermometer. Subsequently 
more hot or cold water may be added, ac- 
cording to the sensations ‘of ‘the patien*. 
Water alone is not, however, sufficient to 


-free the skin of its waste accumulation. 
- Soap.is necessary. Usually an ordinary 


toilet soap of good quality is satisfactory. 
In certain local and general skin diseases | 
in which there 1s considerable crust or scale | 
accumulation, a’ stronger soap is required. 
A familiar example of the stronger, or pot- 


ash soaps, is the commercial soft soap. The 


use of soap requires; of course, a certain 
amount of frietion, and when the _ skin is 
sensitive or tender this is to be avoided; in- 
stead of soap, weak watery solutions of an 
alkali, sueh as carbonateof sodium or borax, 
are employed. This is sponged on, and sub- 
sequently rinsed off with clean. water. A\l- 
though .soap or an 
cleansing agent, after this has been effected 
its further action.on the skin would be irr:-| 
tating, and it is necessary, therefore, that

after simple washing, giving the skin a 
soft and pleasant feeling exceedingly com- 
fortable for the. patient. Powders are 
soothing and protective. A powder for this 
purpose should be perfectly smooth and 
free from grit when rubbed between the 
fingers. Grittiness or lumpiness makes a 
powder useless, as instead of soothing or 
protecting the skin, irritation or scratching 
may result. Powders may be applied by 
the ordinary toilet powder brush, or it may 
be inclosed in a coarsely woven muslin or 
lien. bag, and thevsurface.. gently) tapped 
with it. At times, also, 23 in .gen- 
efal itching or burning ‘of the in the 
eruptive fevers, Washes or ‘fotions are ad- 
vised—for instance, a wash for antiseptic 
purposes. The simple washes, or more 
plainly speaking, those washes containing 
no sediment, may'be applied with an atom- 
wzer, or with a sponge or plece of absorbent 
cotton. The sponge is usually to be avoid- 
ed; it is difficult to keep clean and free from 
septic or poisonous matter, and too expen- 
sive to throw away after a single applica- 
tion. The absorbent cotton answers the 
purpose admirably, and, as it is not costly, 
may be destroyed each time after using. 
The lotion is poured out into a saucer or 
siall vessei, and the cotton moistened with 
it from time to time as itis being dabbed 
on. Another class of lotions or washes are 
those containing sediment. These are al- 
ways to be thoroughly shaken before pour- 
ing out into a vessel. In applying, the ab-° 
sorbent cotton or a piece of soft linen may 
be used. A sponge would be unsuitable, as 
the sediment, instead of being deposited 
upon the skin, would disappear in the 
meshes of the sponge. These washes are 
sometimes used for chafing beneath the 
mammary gland in monthly nursing, and 
also in some of the eruptive diseases. The 
wash dries and the sediment remains as a 
protective coating to the parts. 

‘* Another class of applications that are 
often demanded in such diseases as scarlet 
fever, measles, etc., are ointments. In the 
last stage, or scaling stage, of scarlet fever, 
for instance, ointments or oily applications 
are almost invariably used. They are sooth- 
ing and grateful to the skin, and prevent or 
limit: the contagion. An ointment should be 
smooth, homogeneous and free from lumps. 
The former, if applicd to the sensitive skin, 
will often prove irritating, while the latter 
wiil prove soothing and pefreshing. Oint- 
ments, when appiied for soothing or heal- 
ing purposes, as, for instance, in the after 
treatment of blisters, should be applied 
upon pieces of lint, spreading about the 
thickness of the back of a table-knife. The 
ointment should always be spread sufficient- 
ly thick to prevent drying out and sticking 
to the parts, or else on removal pain and 
damago are caused, the condition which it 
has been your aim to prevent. For spread- 
ing an ointment an ordinary knife or a 
spatulais employed. Where large or irreg- 
ular surfaces are to be thus treated, as in 
erysipelas or similar diseases, the pieces of 
lint upon which the ointment is .spread 
should besmall, so thattheymay fit’close- 
ly upon the parts. A singie large piece will 
wrinkle, and some part will be too much 
pressed and acted upon, and others will es- 
cape entirely. For oiling or greasing pur- 
poses, as in scarlet fever, the ointment is 
usually smeared or gently rubbed over the 
skin. Forthis purpose the hand may be 
used, or, whichis preférable, a soft piece of 
flannel.’’ 


THE FORCE OF HABIT. 


How It Almost Led t to the Loss of a 
#200,000 Package. 

‘“ Not long ago,” said an express agent of 
the United States Express Company, toa 
St. Louis Post.Dispatch reporter, “I had an 
instance of the effects of long-continued 
habit brought to my attention in a@ most 
forcible and disagreeable manner. My run 
at that time was between Indianapolis and 
St. Louis, and I took the express and money 
packages from ‘the Eastern agent at the 
former city. I had thoroughly systematized 
my work, especially in regard to the money 
packages, which I always placed in one par- 
ticular spot before putting them into the 
safe. The ayent always brotght them to 
my car, when I receipted for them, and then 
I would walk about the platform for a few 
minutes before the train started. On the 
occasion to which I refer the Eastern train 
was rather late, the agent had some busi- 
ness to transact withthe station-master, 
and sent me word to come on the platform 
to receive my money, he. sendinggthe other 
packages tomy car. I went over to him 
and he handed me a cahvas bag, which he 
told me contained over $200,000, the largest 
amount he had ever had. He‘explained 
that he had not sent the porter with this on 
account of its value. I set it down on a bar- 
rel, signed the book and then walked to my 
car to “take a look at it, The porter had 
placed a traveling-bag in. the “place I re- 
served for my money, and seeing it occu- 
pied I thought every thing was in order, 
and strolled about the depot until the train 
started.
